DR. JOHN GOLDING BUNTING. 

Close of the Long Life of a Noted 
Maine Physician. 

Dr; Bunting was born in St. 
John, N. B., September 4,1820, be¬ 
ing theson of the Rev. Joshua Bunt¬ 
ing. He acquired his early educa¬ 
tion in his native city, later gradu¬ 
ating from the Drummond street 
medical school in Glasgow, Scot¬ 
land. Returning to this country 
he attended lectures in the Boston 
Medical school In 1849, and later 
the Crosby street school of medi¬ 
cine, New York, under Dr. Valen¬ 
tine Mott. 

He first practiced at Bangor, 
where he remained three years. 
He next practiced in Montreal, 
Can., and while there became ac¬ 
quainted with Alexis St. Martin, 
who, through the accidental dis¬ 
charging of a gun, was left with an 
opening into the stomach, through 
which it was possible to watch the 
process of digestion. He recog¬ 
nized the value of this man to 
science, and travelled with him 
through the Central and Southern 
States, visiting the hospitals and 
medical colleges in every city of 
importance, and then went abroad 
with him, in the same way, visit¬ 
ing the medical colleges and hos¬ 
pitals of London, Paris, Italy, 
Spain, Germany, Belgium, Den¬ 
mark and Russia. For this work 
he received many distinguished 
honors from the crowned heads of 
Europe, among them the Legion of 
Honor of France. 

The succeeding 16 years, Dr. 
Bunting spent in travelling, visit¬ 
ing every civilized portion of the 
globe, spending considerable time 
in the hospitals of London, Paris 
and Berlin, and subsequently some 
time under the world-renowned 
Dr. McKenzie of London. Return¬ 
ing to this country he first located 
in Cleveland, Ohioj thence going 
to Detroit, and successively Niag¬ 
ara Falls and New York. In May, 
1891, he went to Portland, Me. He 
was compelled to give up his prac¬ 
tice there on account of ill health 
and declining years. Dr. Bunting 
was married to Elizabeth Cowling, 
in Cambridge, England, in 1868, 
who survives him. He also leaves 
two sons, 'William A. Bunting of 
this place, and Herbert C. Bunting 
of Portland. 

Dr; Bunting moved from Port¬ 
land to Bethel in June, 1896, where 
he resided until last fall when he 
moved to Gilead where he resided 
at the time of his death. After 
moving to Gilead his health grad¬ 
ually failed, and for the last'month 
he has been confined to his room a 
portion of the time j he was 
thought, however, to be as well as 
usual when the end came suddenly 
Saturday evening. Dr. Bunting 
will be remembered by Bethel peo¬ 
ple as a'genial friend and neighbor, 
one respected by all and loved by 
the children.. The sympathy of 
our citizens is extended to Mrs. 
Bunting and^sons. Funeral was 
at Gilead, Tuesday conducted by 
Rev. Israel Jordan.

How to Sato the Stable Accumulation. 

Concerning Commercial Fertilizers. 

Too much manure is wasted on the 
farms? as a rule enough is wasted every 
year in this county to pay its proportion 
of the state tax. Make the stable floors 
and gutters tight, use horse manure, road 
dust, coal ashes aud plaster to absorb 
the liquids and save nitrogen. The 
liquids represent 60 per cent of the 
value of the voiding® of our animals. 
Nearly all these are lost. If you will 
save both the solids and liquids, draw 
them out and spread them where you 
want them. You will be surprised at 
the results. When a man will do this, 
he will have a clear conscience and may 
go out and buy fertilizers if he actually 
needs them, but if you are to buy these 
goods select the highest grade and do 
not be guided by its smell and appear¬ 
ance. They are no index as to its valne 
or the sources of the plant foods in it. 
Patronize the beat manutaotnrers and be 
sure the analyses on the sack tags are 
guaranteed. 

Another point, first know what the 
needs of your soils are for the crops you 
want to grow. Do not buy the same 
formula for every crop, just as a patent 
medicine man sella a bottle of his stuff 
guaranteed to cure every disease man is 
heir to, from headache to corns. Ask 
the soil, through the plant, what it 
wants. Its appearance will tell you. It 
may be more or less nitrogen, potash 
or phosphoric acid. 3 he potato wants 
nitrogen to grow a strong stalk, but 
must have a surplus cf potash to perfect 
the tuber. Too much nitrogen produces 
a soft, unhealthy growth, the straw is 
weak and falls down. Potash strength¬ 
ens it, gives the leaf or fruit a good 
color and hardens the season’s growth 
of wood, while phosphorio add perfects 
the seed and grain and makes it plump. 

The teachings of the New York state 
farmers* institutes are helping the 
farmers of that state more by showing 
them how to save money rather than 
how to make it, as the above extract 
from one of Director Dawley’s addresses 
indicates. 


they are disintegrated by freezing and 
thawing, and even if the wheat roots 
are slightly raised the fine soil falling 
over them will usually repair any dam¬ 
age that may be done!- So soon as the 
lurfaoe soil is dry .enough it should he 
lightly harrowed. This breaks down all 
the remains of the ridge, and if -the 
roller ia used to compact this soil 
around the grain roots the plant will 
send up as many as three or four times 
as many stalks as if it had not this 
care.—'American (Jnltivator.

Beet Sngar In New Fork. 

Last year the state made an appropri¬ 
ation for experiments under charge of 
the state agricultural commissioner in 
the line of sugar beet raising, and there 
were 14 experimental plants or patches 
in various parts of the state. The re¬ 
sults were so satisfactory that the com¬ 
missioner in his report to the legislature 
requests an increase of tho appropriation 
this year for the encouragement of the 
sugar beet industry. There is now one 
beet sugar factory in the state, at Rome. 
The law requires that sugar shall' be 90 
per cent of pore crystallized sugar. 
Most of the sugar made at this faotory 
during the season showed 99 per cent. 
There are beet sugar factories in Cali¬ 
fornia, Utah, Nebraska, Pennsylvania 
and Wisconsin. The manufacture of 
.sugar from beet juice has become an 
important item of industry in Nebraska, 
and the claim is made that the condi¬ 
tions are even more favorable in the in¬ 
terior of New York than in either Ne¬ 
braska or Colorado. The beet sugar in¬ 
dustry in the continental countries of 
Europe has grown within recent years 
to great proportions, so that now the 
production of beet sugar in the world 
exceeds that of cane.—New York Sun. 


Superintendent of Schools Balliet of 
Springfield, Mass., in his annual re¬ 
port, suggests that in future all new 
schools erected be provided with bath¬ 
ing facilities. He says in support of the 
proposition: 

The idea of providing bathing faoili- 
ties in sohoolhouses is a novel one to 
many people and will on first thought 
seem absurd. The same was true just 
a few years ago of the idea of teaching 
manual training, cooking and sewing 
in the schools, yet these are now uni¬ 
versally recognized by intelligent peo¬ 
ple as legitimate elements of school 
work. In the matter of publio munici¬ 
pal baths, as well as schoolhonse baths, 
we are far- behind England and Ger¬ 
many. 

To speak only of baths in school- 
houses, the first one was established ia 
Gottingen, Germany, in 1888, in the 
basement of one of the school buildings. 
It comprised two rooms, each 16 feet 
10 iuohes long by 8 feet 8 inches wide. 
The entire cost of fixtures, including the 
means of heating the water, was $186. 
It is said that “the bath proved an 
eminent, not to say startling, success.” 
At Charlottenburg there is a school pro¬ 
vided with a bathroom in the basement, 
with facilities for bathing from 60 to 
60 ohildren per hour, entire equipment 
of which, including boiler, tank, eto., 
was only $367. The matter of expense 
can therefore not be urged against the 
establishment of such baths. None but 
shower baths are recommended for 
school buildings by persons who have 
made a speoial study of this subject. 

Dr. Hartwell, who has made An ex¬ 
haustive study of this whole subject 
and'to whom I am indebted for many 
of these facts, states that the example 
of Gottingen was followed by other 
cities, till it is now possible to name 
some 40 German, Swiss and Scandi¬ 
navian cities that have introduced warm 
shower baths into their common schools. 
Certain cities like Munich, Berlin, 
Frankfort and Cologne have adopted 
the policy of placing such baths in all 
new schoolhouses of the class named. 
The testimony of officials, teachers, par¬ 
ents, pupils and sanitarians is of one 
tenor and leaves no doubt as to the 
practicability, economy, usefulness and 
popularity of the school baths.

Soaking Small Seeds. 

Professor Waugh ofVermont has been 
experimenting with soaking small seeds 
in a solution of pepsin or diastase to in¬ 
crease their germinating or feeding 
power. Professor Waugh writes to 
Rural New Yorker that diastase has 
proved much better than pepsin for this 
purpose. He says: “Our diastase is 
really only malt extract. We dissolve 
one part of powdered malt in ten parts 
of_water, strain it and put the seeds to 
soak for 24 hours. A quart of malt, 
worth 6 cents or less, would thus make 
ten quarts of liquid, or enough to treat 
ten pounds of tomato or radish seeds or 
peaa ” 

As explained in the journal men¬ 
tioned, “this idea embodies much the 
same principle as that made use of by 
humans who chew ‘pepsin gum’ or 
other substances to promote digestion. 
The soaking of the seed makes the 
starchy matter more available as food 
for the little germ and thus starts an 
earlier and more vigorous growth. This 
plan may not be entirely practicable 
yet, b'ut there ia something in it, and 
an Investigating farmer may well try it 
in a small way."
